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TO MEMBERS OF THE ASSOCIATION 


The public impression made by this Association has not revealed 
its fundamental purpose. The Association has been characterized 
as a sort of labor union seeking to protect itself from the tyranny 
of its employers; also as a self-appointed judicial body trying cases 
which do not concern it. Such characterizations have arisen in 
consequence of certain of our activities, which belong to the category 
of what the public press regards as ‘news.’ From the point of view 
of a biologist, it may be said that although self-protection is a func- 
tion of every organism, it is only incidental to the fundamental 
purpose of the organism, which is to develop maximum strength 
and efficiency. 

In the same way, this Association has its incidental function of 
self-protection, when such protection is necessary, but its chief 
function is to develop through co-operation a maximum efficiency 
in teaching and in investigation. One of the most impressive les- 
sons of these days is that when a nation wishes to develop its great- 
est efficiency, all of its citizens must join hands and work together, 
competition giving place to co-operation. This Association is facing 
the same problem, and its chief purpose is to stimulate teaching and 
investigation by bringing into one organic whole the great body of 
American professors, that each may feel the influence of all. It is 
this positive, constructive aspect of our work that appeals most 
strongly. Academic freedom and academic tenure are important, 
but academic efficiency is our excuse for existence. 

The important services rendered by American professors in con- 
nection with the war, supplemented by this Association in increas- 
ing efficiency, will bring a recognition of the fact that this great 
teaching and investigating organization is our most valuable na- 
tional asset.

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GENERAL ANNOUNCEMENTS 
ANNUAL MEETING 


The annual meeting was held as announced on December 28 and 
29 at the University of Chicago, the Council meeting also on Decem- 
ber 27. 

The registration of about sixty included representatives from 
twenty-one institutions. In view of the difficult conditions of 
travel, the preoccupation of many members by war activity, or by 
meetings in other parts of the country, this smaller attendance than 
heretofore was not deemed disappointing by the officers. 

A number of letters indicating a preference for meetings at a 
different season were received by the officers and referred to the 
Committee Q—on Time and Place of Annual Meeting—to ascer- 
tain if possible whether any consensus of such opinion could be 
determined. 

The local arrangements for the Chicago meeting were admirably 
planned and carried out by the Committee under the capable chair- 
manship of Professor H. W. Prescott of the University of Chicago, 
and the dinner at the Quadrangle Club, in which members of the 
American Mathematical Society and of the Mathematical Asso- 
ciation of America participated, proved thoroughly interesting and 
enjoyable. 

The Committee on Academic Freedom and Academic Tenure pre- 
sented an extended report covering two years of active work. A 
subcommittee on Academic Freedom in War Time also presented a 
report, and both of these will be published in the February BuLuz- 
TIN. 

The constitutional amendments affecting conditions of member- 
ship were adopted with minor changes and will be found elsewhere 
in this issue of the BULLETIN incorporated in the revised constitu- 
tion. 

The recommendations of Committee J on Honorary Degrees 
(published in the November BuLLETIN) were adopted, and it was 
voted that the Committee be continued in order to exercise such in- 
fluence in the direction indicated by its recommendations as may 
prove practicable. 

The recommendations of Committee M on Proposals of the Second 
Pan-American Congress (included in its report in the October But-

LETIN), were adopted with certain modifications (to be published in 
the February BuLLETIN). 

The recommendations of Committee P on Pensions and Insurance 
(published in the November BuLLErin) were adopted. 


RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE COMMITTEE ON PENSIONS AND 
INSURANCE 

1. We believe that the plan of insurance as proposed by the Com- 
mission, if actuarially sound, is well adapted in its general features 
to meet the needs of teachers in American universities and colleges, 
although we believe that experience will indicate that the plan 
should be modified in some particulars. 

2. We recommend that this Association do not appoint represen- 
tatives to participate in the organization of the proposed insurance 
company until there is substantial compliance with the conditions 
hereinafter enumerated. 

3. We recommend that the American Association of University 
Professors express its approval of the plan and co-operate in launch- 
ing it, when the following conditions have been satisfied: 

(a) That before taking any steps toward the organization of 
the proposed insurance company and before the diversion of 
any funds available to the Carnegie Foundation, to the pur- 
poses of the proposed insurance company, the present obliga- 
tions of the Foundation, both legal and moral, be examined and 
determined, so far as is practicable, with precision and definite 
and binding assurances be given by the Carnegie Foundation 
or some other responsible body that provision will be made for 
meeting those obligations to the extent of the financial resources 
of the Carnegie Foundation and of any funds available to it. 

(b) That the proposed plan of insurance together with a com- 
prehensive statement of its prospective operation be submitted 
to an independent body of actuaries for study, and its criticism 
and suggestions invited. 

(c) That the proposed plan of insurance be so modified that 
in the organization of the proposed insurance company suitable 
provision be made whereby within a reasonable time, if not 
immediately, the power to elect the company’s trustees or 
directors shall be vested in the policy-holders, in proportion to 
their contribution to the financial resources of the insurance 
company, and that they shall have authority to vote in person, 
or by proxy, at all meetings for the election of directors. 

The Committee reserves the privilege of bringing to the attention 
of the Association other matters germane to this subject or supple- 
menting the foregoing recommendations when such action seems 
desirable. 


The following supplementary vote presented by the representa- 
tive of the Committee was adopted:

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That the report of Committee P be accepted and the recommen- 
dations be approved, and, further, that when in the judgment of 
Committee P, concurred in by the Executive Committee, the plans 
of insurance of the Carnegie Foundation conform to the spirit of the 
recommendations in this report, the Executive Committee be 
authorized to take such steps as may be necessary for co-operation 
in carrying on these plans. 


In connection with the discussion of these recommendations an 
extended letter from Chairman Stone was also read. 

Informal reports of progress were presented for Committee I 
(University Ethics), Committee S (Summer Schools) and Committee 
T (Relations of Faculties and Governing Boards). 

An important question of general policy was introduced by a 
resolution of the local branch at Johns Hopkins University, and an 
accompanying letter from Mr. F. J. Teggart of the University of 
California. The letter is quoted in part: 


. «+ + During the last thirty years, scholars in the United States have made 
significant contributions to the common stock of Western science and learning. 
During this period, indeed, research has been energetically cultivated . . . 80 
that today there is practically no field of study in which America is not worthily 
represented. 

On the other hand, it must not be overlooked that our contributions have not 
been made independently of the work done in Europe. In point of fact, our re- 
searches have been made possible through the existence of an apparatus of scholar- 
ship which has been built up at a great expenditure of labor on the part of our 
fellow-investigators in Europe, more particularly in Germany. We must not 
overlook the vitally important point that without this apparatus of scholarship 
the continuous advancement of learning could not long be maintained. 

Now even before the war this apparatus had begun to fall into arrears. It 
would be a simple matter to give a list of bibliographical publications, of “ Jahres- 
berichte,” and other essential tools which had begun to lag four and five years 
behind the expected time of publication. Since the war, matters have, of course, 
grown worse; and, furthermore, as a result of the deplorable conditions which now 
exist in Europe there has been brought about a marked depletion in the ranks of 
scholars up to, and perhaps beyond, forty-five years of age, and an equally regret- 
table diversion of interest and energy to other activities. The outlook, therefore, 
is most serious, for the apparatus upon which we ourselves are dependent for the 
promotion of research, and which can be maintained only by unbroken and sys- 
tematic effort, threatens to disappear. 

In this juncture there seems to me but one attitude possible on the part of Ameri- 
ean scholars. It seems to me a fact of the most obvious character that we in 
America must now assume the responsibility for carrying on this work. We have 
abundantly demonstrated our ability to contribute as individuals to research, it 
now becomes our duty, both to our country and to the world of scholarship, to take 
up the burden which Europe, for many years to come, will not be able to sustain.

All individual research is based ultimately upon the use of certain tools which in 
Europe during the nineteenth century have taken the form: 

(1) Of bibliographies, which must be kept up to date periodically; 

(2) Of reports and “abstracts” showing the progress of work; 

(3) Of extensive systematic treatises showing the state of knowledge in a given 
subject at a given time; 

(4) Of journals, which are required to give adequate opportunity for the devel- 
opment of thought in every possible field. 

During the last fifteen years there has been a strong tendency in the United 
States towards the publication of one or more of the types mentioned in almost all 
subjects, but it may be said positively that in no subject has the entire necessary 
apparatus been provided in the English language. 

The only real obstacle to our assumption of the obligation thus indicated, and 
of thus serving the highest interests of man, isan economic one. On the one hand, 
university work as organized in this country does not provide the opportunity for 
individual production on the scale demanded; and, on the other, the much greater 
cost of printing in this country, as compared with Germany for example, renders 
large undertakings not immediately remunerative very difficult to finance. The 
result is that here we have brought the “text-book” to a high state of perfection, 
but are almost wholly lacking in the greater systematic treatises which are essen- 
tial for higher instruction; we have, through our university presses, reached the 
point where separate investigations may be issued, but have the greatest difficulty 
in maintaining bibliographies, progress-reports and “abstracts,” as well as 
periodicals. 

Let us assume, then, that our university men have a national responsibility at 
the present time, the acceptance of which constitutes ‘‘war work” of the highest 
type for those who are themselves non-combatants of the most pronounced kind. 
The problem of the moment is how the energy and activity of these men may be 
brought to bear upon the situation. 

What is first needed is a definite understanding and expression of the responsi- 
bility which I have indicated, and an unequivocal statement of the urgency of the 
need for building up an American apparatus of scholarship. It seems to me that 
the suggestion that this aspect of the problem should be referred to the American 
Association of University Professors indicates a very desirable solution of a diffi- 
cult problem. The interest at stake is not that of any one subject in particular, 
but of national scholarship as a whole, and this organization is the only one which 
represents at one and the same time every phase of intellectual activity in our 
universities. Furthermore, as the Association is actually in existence, with 
branches in all parts of the country, it is in a position to obtain an expression of 
opinion and to utilize this for the purpose of gaining recognition of our needs. In 
other words it represents a collective interest and is in a position to work for a 
national end. . 


The resolution of the Johns Hopkins Branch follows: 


Resolved, That the Johns Hopkins Branch of the American Association of Uni- 
versity Professors approve the proposals contained in the communication from 
Professor Teggart of the University of California; and that the communication be 
transmitted to the next annual meeting with the recommendation that a new com. 
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mittee of the Association be created, or some existing committee be designated, 
to report a plan for accomplishing the objects set forth by Professor Teggart. 

The proposed Committee was authorized by vote of the Associa- 
tion. The American Association for the Advancement of Science 
has since taken similar action with a view to co-operation with us, 

On the basis of a resolution from the Vassar College Branch it was 
voted that a new standing committee be instituted to be known as 
Committee W, on the Status of Women in College and University 
Faculties. It is to be the duty of this committee to investigate and 
report upon the practice of our colleges and universities, and the 
principles which should govern them in the appointment of women 
to the higher academic positions; upon the opportunities for ad- 
vancement now offered and that should be offered to women of 
ability and scholarship in the various fields of college and university 
teaching; and upon all other problems involved in the determina- 
tion of the present or the desirable status of women in college and 
university faculties. 

A letter from Ex-President Wigmore emphasized the importance 
of exercising the influence of the Association in co-operation with 
other bodies interested against such a lowering of the draft age as 
would practically suspend college and university work for men. On 
recommendation of the Council this matter was referred with power 
to a committee of three, consisting of President-elect Coulter, 
Messrs. Haskins (Chairman of the Committee on Patriotic Service), 
and Wigmore. 

The following message to the President of the United States was 
adopted by rising vote: 

“To THE PRESIDENT,” 
Washington, D. C.: 

“The American Association of University Professors in annual meeting assem- 
bled in Chicago hereby expresses to you its hearty and grateful approval of the 
course you have pursued in calling the nation to arms against a foe who has ruth- 
lessly violated the rights of law-abiding and peaceful peoples. Many of our mem- 
bers have voluntarily entered the service of the country, eager to do their part, 
and many more are ready to answer any call that may come to them from the 
nation in this great emergency. We pledge to you, individually and as a body, 
our loyal support in the stern task confronting you, convinced that under your 
wise and firm leadership the conflict will be carried to a successful issue, to the 
everlasting honor of the Republic.” 


The Committee on Resolutions for the meeting consisted of Messrs. 
Denney (Ohio), Davis (Nebraska), Hicks (Cincinnati), Talbot (Illi- 
nois), Wenley (Michigan). 
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The report of the Treasurer was referred for auditing to Mr. Han- 
cock of Cincinnati, and such other members of the Cincinnati 
Branch as he may designate, the result to be communicated to the 
Council. | 

The annual election resulted in the choice of officers for 1918 
whose names are printed elsewhere in this BULLETIN. 

It was voted that the Association adopt a vote of thanks to the 
authorities of the University of Chicago, to the Council of the Quad- 
rangle Club, and to the Governors of the Reynolds Club for hospitali- 
ties extended to the Association, and to the members of the local 
committee of professors from the University of Chicago, and North- 
western University, for their zeal and courtesy in caring for the com- 
fort and pleasure of the Association during the period of its Fourth 
Annual Meeting. 

The Council appointed the following as its Executive Committee 
for 1918: The President, the Vice-President, the Secretary, the 
Treasurer, and Messrs. Commons, Lovejoy and Thilly. 

The President appointed the following Committee to nominate 
officers at the next annual meeting: Messrs. Hobbs (Michigan), 
Chairman, Conklin (Princeton), Hedrick (Missouri), Latané (Johns 
Hopkins), Nichols (Cornell).

Since the appointment of the committee in December the time 
has not been sufficient for the preparation of any formal report, par- 
ticularly as it has been impossible to consult the members of the 
committee now abroad. The subject, however, is a pressing one, 
and the chairman has taken it upon himself to draw up certain im- 
mediate suggestions, with the assistance of such members of the 
committee as could be reached. 

It seems clear, in the first place, that this committee should not 
seek to duplicate the work of other agencies, whether national, local,

or professional, and as existing organizations seem adequate for most 
purposes, the most immediate opportunity for the committee appears 
to be as a body for the interchange of information and suggestions 
among members of the Association. Comment by any member 
may be sent to the Chairman at 23 University Hall, Cambridge, 
Mass. Meanwhile the following points may be noted: 

1. Work as Specialists. The most obvious form of patriotic serv- 
ice for a university professor lies in the direction of turning his 
specialty to account in some direct and immediate way. Work of 
this sort was early organized in most subjects, good examples being 
the National Research Council with its various committees, the 
National Board for Historical Service, the movement among 
teachers of French for instruction in the army cantonments, and the 
Engineering Council organized by the several engineering societies. 
Professors who have something of this sort to contribute have only to 
enter into correspondence with the organizations in their respective 
fields. In fields which have not yet been organized in this way, an 
opportunity exists for forming such departmental organizations. 

2. General Work for National and Local Organizations. Professors, 
like other citizens, and often in more special ways, can help in the 
work of the great war organizations, such as the Red Cross, the Food 
Administration, the Y. M. C. A., the Knights of Columbus, the 
Young Men’s Hebrew Association, the agencies for the promotion 
of war loans and war savings, and the state and local Councils of 
Defence or Public Safety. Those who have special capacity and 
opportunity for any of these forms of service can easily get into 
touch with the appropriate state or local headquarters. Most of 
these organizations need speakers, either for the advancement of 
special campaigns for money and public co-operation, for the various 
kinds of educational work in the training camps, or for the general 
work of information and enlightenment of the country in relation to 
the war by lectures before schools, teachers, and commercial, civic, 
and social bodies. Many professors have special capacity for 
speaking of this sort and can carry it on without giving up their 
regular academic duties; for certain kinds of work women as well as 
men are needed. The Committee on Public Information (15 Jackson 
Place, Washington), besides preparing and distributing through its 
Educational Division important volumes of use to speakers on the 
war and to teachers, has a Speaking Division; this has recently 
recommended that the speaking forces of each state be co-ordinated 
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by the formation of a Speakers’ Bureau under the State Committee 
of Public Safety. The National Security League has established a 
special service for speakers under its Educational Director, Pro- 
‘fessor R. M. McElroy, 31 Pine Street, New York City. Information 
respecting speaking and teaching at training camps in conjunction 
with the Y. M. C. A. can be obtained from Mr. Robert M. Russell, 
Jr., 124 East 28th Street, New York City, or from the educational 
secretaries at the several cantonments, who welcome volunteers from 
neighboring colleges. Inquiries concerning the teaching of modern 
languages in cantonments may be addressed to Professor Ernest H. 
Wilkins, University of Chicago. For all these purposes the forma- 
tion of one of more local committees in each college or university 
is desirable. 

3. Responsibilities as Members of the Academic Community. For 
obvious reasons, professors are well qualified to stand as exponents 
of the simple life in their communities at a time when wise economy 
has become an imperative national duty. It is suggested that this 
influence for simplicity should be exerted at academic functions and 
in the social gatherings of students, without interfering with rational 
social life and hospitality; and that strong efforts be exerted to cut 
down the travel, expense, and waste incident to intercollegiate 
athletic competitions. 

4. Problems of Education. Besides these forms of direct action, 
local chapters and individual members of this Association ought to 
consider the problems of educational readjustment growing out of 
the war. Such, among others, are: 

a. The securing of a supply of students sufficient to replace those 
who are withdrawn for war service. One member of the committee 


suggests that the program for ships might well be followed here— — 


three new ones for every one lost! 

b. The relation of college work to the minimum age for the draft 
and to the problem of general military training. 

ce. The maintenance of academic standards for degrees against 
the effort to substitute credits for various forms of extra-university 
activity. 

d. The need for broader and more thorough training for the vari- 
ous expert forms of national service after the war. 

e. The extension of the opportunities for the advanced and pro- 
fessional education of women so as to meet the increased demand for 
women’s service. 
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CONSTITUTION * 


ARTICLE I—NAaME AND OBJECT 


1. The name of this Association shall be the American Association 
of University Professors. 

2. Its objects shall be to facilitate a more effective co-operation 
among teachers and investigators in universities and colleges and 
in professional schools of similar grade for the promotion of the 
interests of higher education and research, and in general to in- 
crease the usefulness and advance the standards and ideals of the 
profession. 

ArticLe II—MEMBERSHIP 


1. Any university or college teacher or investigator of recognized 
scholarship or scientific productivity who holds and for ten years 
has held a position of teaching or research in an American univer- 
sity or college, or in a professional school of similar grade, may be 
nominated for membership in the Association. 

2. No person whose principal occupation is not that of education 
or research and no administrative officer who does not give a 
substantial amount of instruction shall be eligible for membership. 

3. Any person who has been appointed to a full professorship 
after at least five years of active practice in the same field of learn- 
ing and who has held such professorship for at least five years, and 
who in other respects fulfils the requirements of the first section of 
this article, may be nominated for membership in the Association. 


ArticLe I]J—Orricers 


1. The officers of this Association shall be a President, a Vice- 
President, a Secretary, a Treasurer and thirty members of the 
Council. 

2. The President and Vice-President shall be elected by a ma- 
jority vote of those present and voting at each annual meeting. 

3. A Secretary and a Treasurer shall be elected by a majority vote 
of those present and voting at the first meeting of the Association 
and shall hold office for three years, when their successors shall be 
in like manner elected. 


* Including changes adopted at the Chicago meeting, December, 1917. 
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4. Thirty members of the Council shall be elected by a plurality 
vote at the first meeting of the Association; and lots shall then be 
drawn to determine which ten of those elected shall hold office for 
one, for two and for three years respectively. At each annual 
meeting thereafter ten members of the Council shall be elected for 
three years by a majority vote of those present and voting. 

Ex-presidents of the Association shall be members of the Council 
ex officio for the five years next succeeding their terms of office. 

5. The President, Vice-President and members of the Council 
shall not be immediately eligible for re-election upon the expiration 
of their terms. 


ARTICLE IV—ELECTION oF MEMBERS 


1. There shall be a Committee on Admissions, the number and 
mode of appointment of which shall be determined by the Council. 

2. Nominations for membership may be made to the Secretary 
of the Association by any three members of the Association. 

3. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to publish every nomina- 
tion in the next following issue of the BuLLErin of the Association, 
and to transmit it to the Committee on Admissions. 

4. All persons receiving the affirmative vote of two-thirds of the 
members of the Committee on Admissions shall become members 
of the Association upon payment of the annual dues. No nomina- 
tion shall be voted on, however, within sixty days after its publica- 
tion in the BULLETIN. 


ArTIcCLE V—TuHeE CounNcIL 


1. The President, Vice-President, Secretary and Treasurer shall 
be members of the Council ez officio and the President shall act as 
its chairman. 

2. The Council shall make all arrangements for the annual 
meeting, sending a copy of the program at least one month in 
advance to every member of the Association. 

3. The Council shall present a written report to the Association 
at the annual meeting, sending a copy at least one month in advance 
to every member of the Association. 

4. The Council may appoint committees to investigate and re- 
port upon subjects germane to the purposes of the Association. 
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ArTICLE VI—By-Laws 


By-Laws may be adopted at any annual meeting of the Associa- 
tion. 


ArtTicLE VII—Duves 


Each member shall pay two dollars to the Treasurer as annual 
dues, and no member who is in default shall be qualified to exercise 
any privilege of membership. 

Article VIII—Honorary members: Termination of Membership. 

1. A member who becomes disqualified for active membership by 
becoming professor emeritus or by assuming duties wholly or mainly 
administrative may be elected by the Council to honorary member- 
ship. 

2. Any other member who becomes ineligible by discontinuance 
of teaching or research may retain membership for not more than 
two years thereafter. 

3. Non-payment of dues by an active member for two years shall 
terminate membership, but in such case a member may be rein- 
stated by the Council on payment of arrears within one year 
thereafter. 

4. Honorary members shall be exempt from the payment of dues. 
They shall have the privilege of being present and speaking, but not 
of voting, at annual meetings. 


ArTICLE _[X—AMENDMENTS 


1. The Constitution may be amended by a two-thirds vote of 
those present and voting at any annual meeting; provided that 
written notice of any proposed amendment shall be sent to the 
Secretary by five members of the Association not later than two 
months before the annual meeting. 

2. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to send a copy of all 
amendments thus proposed to the members of the Association at 
least one month before the annual meeting. 


ARTICLE X—ANNUAL MEETING 


The Association shall meet annually at such time and place 
as the Council may select, and those present shall constitute a 
quorum. 
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BY-LAWS 


1. Nomination for Office—At each annual meeting the President 
shall appoint a committee of five, not members of the Council or 
other officers of the Association, to present nominations for the offices 
to be filled at the next annual meeting. These nominations shall 
be mailed by the Secretary to all members of the Association not 
later than one month before the meeting at which they are to be 
voted upon; and blanks shall be provided upon which additional 
nominations may be made. At the annual meeting, the nomina- 
tions of the committee and any other nominations proposed in 
writing by ten or more members of the Association shall be voted 
upon by ballot by those present at the annual meeting. No proxies 
shall be allowed. 

2. Council Meetings.—A special meeting of the Council shall be 
called by the President on the written request of at least eight 
members of the Council, and notice of such meeting shall be mailed 
to every member two weeks in advance. 

3. Local Branches.—Local branches may be organized by seven 
or more members of the Association either in institutions or in 
regional groups of institutions, for such purposes not inconsistent 
with the Constitution and By-Laws as such branches may deter- 
mine.
